naught all his. efforts to’. keop 
this colony, and ‘especially . the 
shipping community, ‘ posted up’ ag 
regards the weather generally’ and | 
the movements of typhoons: in’ parti- 
cular. Tn his annual report, which was 
Tnid on “the table of the Legislative 
Council at list meeting, the Doctor says 
that copies of the China Const 
Meteorological . Register — which he 
rasbly allegos contain weather-forécasts 
for the following twenty-four houre— 
are sent daily to’ the’ newepapors ‘in 
time for the extra-numbor issued by © 
each of them about noon;’ but, sad to - 
say, ‘none of the papers printa it before 
evening, oreven next morning, where- 
by, of course, their subseribera lose any 
benefit they. might derive from the 
weather forecasts. ‘Chis is 9 torrible 
indictment, and if it, were formulated by 
anybody but Doctor Doberck.the news- 
pupers might. consider it’ necessary to 
make some attempt to defend them- 
selves. Apart from this, however, it 
may be interesting to show how far an 
eminent scientist may go in—well, lot 
us say in making inacourate statements. 
No ‘extra-number’ of any newspaper in 
this colony is published ‘about noon’; 
and, go far as this paper is concerned, 
even if an ‘extra-number’ wera pub- 
lished ‘about noon, wo akould not 
be able to give our subscribers the 
benefit they might derive from the 
‘ weather-forscasts,’ beenuse tha China 
Coast . Meteorological Register ‘never- 
reaches us before 12.45 p.m, Asa rule 
this important bulletin arrives a few 
minutes before pt a few minutes after 
ona o'clock, and if what the Director of 
the Observatory is pleased to describe 
as the ‘weather forecast’ contains any 
information from which the public 
might derive any benefit, it is invariah} 
published ia our 1,80 Zvtra, . There is 
one charga against the newspapers, 
however, to which we are afraid we 
must liumbly plead guilty. Dr Doberck 
says in his report that the newspapers 
‘all print the register vory incorrectly,’ 
Tf the charge bas any reference to what 
is called the ‘ Hongkong Roegiater’ wo 
must submit to Doctor Doberck’s con- 
demnation with meekness. “The Doctor 
once sent an assistant to: the’ office of 
this paper to convict ua of our fault and 
we at oncoadmitted it We had print- 
ed this register for some time without 
appending the name of the ‘ Assistant 
Meteorolégist.’ Ever since that time we 
have most carefully avoided any repeti- 
tion of this fault. We have never beon 
abla to see how it was that the omission 
of the name of the ‘ Assistant Meteoro- 
logist’ diminished the practical value of” 
the register; ‘hut that, no ‘doubt, is 
simply due to. our ignorance of 
meteorolory. If Dr Doberck were 
to assure us that the name of the 
‘ Askivtant Meteorologist’ is the most 
important thing in the. Register, 
it should have no difficulty in believing 
him. 

And now, having made a full admis- 
sion of the only specific charge aver

INTERVIEW WITH MR J. D. HUNPHMEYS. 
This morning our roprosentative waited 

upon Mr J, D. Lamphreys, of Messrs ei 
S. Wataon & Co., Chemists, d&o., to obtain 

his views on the Morphine Ordinance in- 

troduced at the last meeting of the Legiala- 

tive Council by the Attorney Goneral, 

Mr Humphrays, as tho head of tho largest 

disponsing Dusiness in Hongkong, is nstur- 

ally very much ivtorested in the Ordinance, 

and ia yory much opposod to its becoming 

law. 

“Tho real reasnn for its adoption by the

Like most doctors he would probably know 
very little about practical pharmacy, but hie | 
would sit behind the counter and prescribe 

ith—tho—provisions of the | 
Ordinance, Of course, the business which 
haga doctor in secret partnership, not an 
uncommon thing 1 should ssy in Hong: 
kong (and it is a point worthy of the atten- 
tion and investigation of the Government) 
would be able to sell with impunity all the 
things forbidden under the Ordinance. For 
my own part all I claim js that we should 
have the ame rights as in Great Britain.’ 

“Oould you not sell yoor goods on the 
mainland and thus evade the Ordinance iM 

“At present we have a braoch business at 
Kowloon City aad another at Canton, and 
wo could acll morphine at Kowloon City in 
large quantities, Tt wonkd put ua te in- 
conventexe» and trouble to transfer a 
larger portion of our pusiness over there.’ 

“So that it practically amounts to thi ; 
they mey pass whatover laws they 
lige, bul they can't stop the sale of 
morphine, Now, would you tell mo 
if it be possible to break uff the mor- 
phine habit? Section 6 says no person 
(with the usnal exceptions) is to be allowed 
to have morphine in his possessivu, I be- 
lieve there aro mauy Europeans in Hong- 
kong taking morphs at tho present time 
xichout the authority of a doctor's pre- 
scription ; if this Ordinance ig passed thoy 
will bo deprived of their supply—how will 
it affect thera 7’ 

Mr Humphreys replied Urat be knew a 
hundred persons—not oll in Bongkong— 
who took morphine regolurly as some peo- 
plo took wine or brandy. They had a per- 
foct right to take whichever Ley liked, but 
the Government had no right to practically 
compel people to — substitate cpium 
smoking for the murphine habit. Opium 
smoking, he added, is not convenient oF 
desirable fur overybedy. ‘They caunot. Tio 
down on a couch in tho middle of

‘A saw voted by the Senate aud Chaniber 
just before the end of the sesat 
the law on forcignors in Franco, is promul- 
gated in the Journal Official, By the ficat 
law on foreignets residing in France, the 
children of parents ono or both of whotn 
were born in France became French. Iu 
the caso of a foreigner coming to France 
and marrying a French wifo, his children 
wore thereforo French, The law jos} pro- 
soulgated alters that condition of the law. 
Tt stipulates thot the child of a mother born 
in France, the father being bora abroad, 
shall botweon his twenty-first and twenly- 
second year have the Tight of declining to 
accopt French natiouslity.
